The unit can hold up to 50 sheets of 75 g/m 2 (20 
lb.) paper. You may use 60 g/m 2 to 90 g/m 2 (16 lb. to 24 lb.) paper. See the note for paper specifications 
(page 120). For superior results, we recommend Hammermill® Jet Print paper. If you use legal size 
paper, please install a legal paper tray (page 16).
